Lone Bandit. Robs Fifteen 


Passengers on C. & A. 
Flyer, Then Officers 
Grab Him 


AGENT'S WIT SPOILS GAME 
Sees Robber at Work as Train 
Flies Through Station and 


Wires Ahead to Have 
It Stopped, 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 26.—A lone robber, 
masked and armed, robbed fifteen passengers 
on the east bound Chicago and Alton pas- 
senger train No. 24, near Glasgow, Mo., after 
midnight this morning. He was arrested 
before he could leave the train and was taken 
to Glasgow and placed in jail. i 

The train is known as the Early Bird.“ 
It left Kansas City at 9 o'clock Sunday night 
and was oe at Mater at 12:27 Monday morn- 
ing. 

At Slater the robber, wearing a mask over 
his eyes, boarded the rear car as the train was 
pulling out. 

Goes at His Work Unafraid. 

After the train had gained speed the man, 
revolver in hand, entered the car and began 
a systematic robbery of the passengers. 
Fifteen of the passengers were made to 
hand: over their money. As the train passed 
through Glasgow, at which point it does not 
stop, the man was seen at work by thé sta- 
2 agent, who wired the chi dispatcher 
of the fact. Armstrong, the next station east 
of Glasgow, was notified, and officers were 
at the station there to meet the train when 
it pulled in. 

No stop is made ordinarily at Armstrong, 
and the robber, evidently satisfied in the be- 
lief that he was secure for this reason, sus- 
pected no harm when that point was reached. 

Robber Taken Red Handed. 

When the train stopped at Armstrong on 
orders and the officers boarded it they caught 
the robber red handed, He was taken with- 
out serious difficulty and upon instructions 
from the Kansas City office was taken back 
to Glasgow. and placed in jail there. 

The robber is 5 feet and 5 inches in height, 
weighs 135 pounds, and wore a corduroy cap. 
He wore a mask that covered his eyes. 

The robbed train was in charge of Conduc- 
tor Heywood and is one of the fastest on the 
Chicago and Alton. pen e el e

The officers believe that the man who com- 
mitted tonight's robbery is the same who 
went through the Rock Island train, which 
uses the Alton tracke here, earlier in the 
month. When tonight's robber was arrested 
by the Armstrong officers he had gone 
through three cars of the Alton train. 


MAY. DEPOSE SERVIAN REGIME.

There was keen anxiety concerning the fate 
of the 500 men on board until the authorities 
announced that everybody had been taken 
off in boats and saved, with the exception of 
three. Those men did not answer the roll 
call, and it is presumed they were burned to 
death. 

As soon as the men had been taken off the 
flaming vessel the efforts of the authorities 
were directed to safeguarding the other ships 
anchored in the vicinity of Algestras, in- 
cluding the new battleship. Patrie and the 
torpedo gunboat La Hire. These two war- 
ships were towed to places of safety. The 
authorities came rapidiy to the conclusion 
that the Algesiras was doomed, and it was 
left to burn Itself out. 


Perfect Discipline Shown. 

The discipline maintained on board the 
Algesiras was excellent. A majority of the 
men were cool and collected, The small 
boats of the Algesiras were launched, filled 
with men, and rowed away, while those who 
could not leave in this manner awaited the 
arrival of their rescuers. A few of the men, 
however, were forced by the flames to jump 
overboard and swim away. Six torpedoes on 
board the schoolship exploded while the 
men were leaving the vessel. i 

There was much fear during the height 
of the fire that a torpedo magazine on shore 
would become ignited, but this was prevented 
by deluging the magazine with heavy 
streams of water from powerful fire boats. 


Ship Burns Like Paper. 

The entire garrison here was called out to 
render assistance, and the crews of the war- 
ships of this division hurriedly launched their 
boats to go to the rescue of their comrades, 
who were on board the Algesiras for pur- 
poses of instruction. Tugboate and fire- 
boats, as well as several steamers lying in 
port, slipped their anchors and likewise went 
out to help. 

Organised efforts were made to put the fire 
out, but in vain, the flames spreading quickly 
to all parts of the ship, and it was blazing 
from stem to stern almost before the men 
had time to leavecit. 

The burning of the schoolehip created the 
greatest alarm throughout the city. News 
of the fire was first discovered at about 11 
o'clock by the firing of a cannon in the har- 
bor. The people hurriedly left the cafés and 
theaters and rushed to the docks, whence 
they could see the Algesiras a mass of flames 
in the harbor. The burning vessel stood out 
brilliantly in the encireling darkness, and 
the glare of the flames Ht up the other ship- 
ping and the coast and wharves.

‘Lucy B. Thwing Puts Betrothals | 
in Family Doetor’s Hands. 


PHYSICIAN ABOVE PASTOR. 


Says if One Is to Be Done Away with 
She Would Choose Latter... 


sician, not trial marriage, is the idea ad- 
vanced by Mrs. Lucy B. Thwing, 4 scholarly 
Philadelphian, to counter the remarkable 
views set forth by Mrs, Elsie Clews Parsons 
of New York in her recent book, The Fam- 
Uy.“ 

Mrs. Thwing, who is the wife of Prof. 
Charles Barton Thwing, an eminent phys- 
icist, regards Mrs. Parson's remedy as im- 
practicable. From a long study of the mar- 
riage problem—for Mrs. Thwing is almost as 
deep a student as is her husband of such 
questions—she has decided that the betrothal 
should be a much more emn arrangement 
than at present, and that it should be sub- 
ject to “ ratification” by a physician, just 
as the marriage ceremony proper is by a 
magistrate or clergyman. 

Betrothal True Trial Marriage. 

She writes: 

Some one surely ought to remind Mrs. 
Parsons and the bishops who feel agitated 
about her book that we already have the 
matter of trial marriages well provided for, 
but we call it betrothal. : 

“Perhaps many are not quite careful 
enough to make the betrothal as fully ser- 
viceable as it should be in many ways, but 
we usually announce it, encourage a ring as 
a symbol of a definite sort of relation, and 
make all sorts of preparations for the more 
binding ceremony—except, perhaps, 
most essential preparation, the solemn and 
careful inquiry, by both maid and man, into 
their mutual fitness for marriage. 


Prefers Doctor to Clergyman. 

The aoctor of medicine is as fit and fully 
as necessary to bless the betrothal as the 
doctor of divinity Ils suitable for the marriage 
proper. If I left out either, it would de che 
doctor of divinity. But I should not leave out 
either. It were better to consult both, 

Most of us believe in our hearts what the 
church teaches—that divorce, once a person ts 
married, is impossible.

ALD. BENNETT TO RETIRE 
AT EXPIRATION OF HIS TERM. 


Leader of Council Says He Is Through 
with Public Office—Wants Private 
Lite. 


Ald. Frank I. Bennett last night confirmed 
the report that he intends to retire from the 
city council at the close of his present term 
next spring. He said he is going to keep out 
of public office and devote his time entirely 
to his business. 

1 have been in the council long enough— 
ten years,“ he said. ‘‘To a man who takes 
the work of the city legislature eeriously the 
service rendered is extremely wearing. For 
tome time I have felt overburdened with the 
work and unable to do justice both to public 
duties and private business, For that reason 
I have decided definitely not to be a candidate 
for re#iection in the spring. I shall continue 
to reside in Chicago, but only as a private 
citizen.“ 

Ald. Bennett is by virtue of his chairman 
Ship of the finance committee—the principal 
committee—the acknowledged leader of the 
council. He has held the position four years 
and has been a member of the committee 
nearly the entire period of his council career. 
For several years he was.chairman of the 
comanittee. on local transportation and prior 
to that chairman of the judiciary committce. 

Aldermen commenting on the report were 
agreed that the retirement of Ald. Bennett 
will be an irreparable loss to the legislative 
body. To his conservatism and far sighted- 
ness the city is indebted for a safe and san 
financial policy, and on the floor of the coun- 
cil his attitude on ail questiors has been an 
influential factor with the better element of 
aldermen. 

Another alderman prominent in the affairs 
of the council who is considering retirement 
at the end of his: present term is Charles 
Werno, chairman of the transportation com- 
mittee. Mr. Werno has, however, reached no 
definite decision.

The report shows that'disease from water 
causes has been much reduced since the open- 
ing of the drainage channel. 

During the last week there have been 577 
deaths from all causes. Pneumonia has been 
the most important cause, there being a total 
of 90 deaths from it. Fifty have died from 
heart disease and 53 of consumption. Bright's

CLEARS SPHINX; WON’T TELL. 


Egyptologist of Binghamton, N. T., 
Says He Has Solved Riddle, but 
Will Keep It Until Spring. 


Binghamton, N. T., Nov. B. — The Rev. Dr. 
J. W. Phillips believes he has solved the riddle 
ofthe sphinx. But he will not make it known 
until after this winter. 

Dr. Phillips, who is one of the best students 
of Egyptology in the country, has arrived at 
a conclusion after long research. 

Bome time ago he submitte his Ideas to the 
American Archeological society, which in 
turn submitted them to some of the leading 
FEgyptologists of Europe, from whose opin- 
fons the archeological society reaches the 
conclusion that this theory is “‘ ingenius and 
probable.” 

Dr. Phillips has received an invitation to 
explain his theory more fully in a paper to be 
read before the society in the spring. Until 
he does that Dr. Phillipe will not explain his 
solution.

YS Orchestra hell ushers, 
accustomed to the rigid decorum of the av- 
erage Thémes adiicert,. nearly went wild, 
for the enthusiasm was ungovernable and 
shouts from every part of the hall were con- 
tinually punc ing the words of the speak- 
ers. For a time the atténdants scurried here 
and. there — the aisles trying to quiet 
the obstreperous; then they gave it up as 
a bad job and let the audience have its way. 


Mayor Proud of Irish Blood. 
Mayor Dunne was chairman of the meeting. 
Jam glad to be here,“ he seid in introduc- 

ing Mr. Kettle, for in my veins runs the 
same blood as in those of the men of the 
Irish national party, undiluted and unalloyed. 
The Irieh spirit and vigor is just as un- 
daunted as it was seventy years ago, and this 
struggle will not end until Ireland has won 
her rights. 

“ Happily, certain measures of liberty have 
come 
honor of the British government that these 
pledges be kept. But if they are not these 
men will keep up their fight in parliament, 
and perhaps, N necessary, out of it, until 
justice is done to every man.“ 


Kettle States Irish Position. 

Mr. Kettle is a tall, gaunt man, with black 
hair parted low at one side and sweeping 
scross the high forehead. As he taiked he 
bent forward, seemingly trying to impress his 
words on his hearers by sheer physical en- 
ergy, gripping his coat lapels nervously in 
both hands, and now and then making a pe- 
cullar, shaking gesture with his right arm. 

“Ireland asks one thing of England, and 
but one,“ he said, speaking in short, choppy 
sentences. That is, that she rid the coun- 
try of her presence. There are some of us 
there-and here, too, I believe—who prefer the 
liberation of Ireland by armed insurrection 
rather than by the slow methods of pariia- 
mentary reform. The liberation is coming. 
England faces the alternative of method. 

They tell us that Fenfanism has failed. 
It has done one thing—it has roused a spirit 
which makes it impossible for this fight ever 
to terminate until it is won. It will not termi- 
nate until a free flag of Ireland waves over 
a free parliament in the Ireland.“ 

Here the audience yarie@ ite clapping with 
tire house, 
interspersed with Gaeli¢ shouts. of approval. 

What we have to point to now, Mr. Ket- 
tle continued, “is a new Irelend. Within 
the last quarter century Ireland has been 
reconstructed from the top to the bottom. 
Forty years ago the Irish tenant was the 
slave of his landlord; in twenty years more 
if you want to find a specimen of the old time 
Irish landlord you will have to go to some 
Yellowstone park in the west of Ireland 
and look for him in @ cage, on which it will 
be written: ‘ Beasts of prey; dangerous, but 
now extinct.’ 

We recognize that the situation is a favor- 
able one. The government In power is 
friendly, and there are men to lead us and 
sentiment to support us “Sut we do not 
place our reliance in our leaders or in the 
favorable situation. ‘We are relying on the 
strength and organigation of the Irish them- 
selves, and for that reason we have come to 
you for the help that we mußt have. Weare 
relying on you to decide whether Ireland is 
tc become a nation or an English annex. 


Calls English Rule a Curse. 


“The English rule.“ said. Mr. Hazelton, 
who followed Mr. Kettle, has never been 
anything but a curse and a blight on our 
country. If it were anything else Ireland 
would still stand out for her natural right to 
manage her own affairs. Thig spirit para- 
mentary and constitutional agitation has 
produced. For this reason it has received the 
support of the Irish people.“ 

Other speakers at the meeting were Frank 
J. Barry, M. J. Ryan of Philadelpniia, pres- 
ident of the United Irish League of Amer- 
dean; Daniel Sbeehen, and Col. John F. 
Finerty. The speeches were interspersed 
with Irish songs and airs, and at the close 
of the meeting the audience rose and sang 
an ode composed by Maurice J. Lawlor. 

Resolutions were passed indorsing the at- 
titude of the Irish nationalist party and de- 
manding home rule for Ireland ae the only 
possible remedy for Irish troubles.’’

here from Fes reports that last Wednesday, 
on the occasion of tribute paying by Moroc- 
can tribes, a Spanish doctor tried to force 
his way into the place reserved for the 
American minister, Mr. Gummere. The

Proves Iniquitous System. 

Communal ownership was described to 
them when first introduced as the temporary 
expedient of securing rédemption of pay- 
ments for land grants to newly liberated 
serfs, but practically e to mean that in- 
dustrious peasants paid their share, while 
the thriftless paid nething. When the com- 
mrune payments fell into arrears the entire 
commune was assessed, which meant the in- 
dustrious paid twice and the thriftiess again 


paid nothing. 


The iniquity of the system was further in- 
creased by the opportunities it gave for pro- 
vincial officials to declare that part of com- 
mune land was for sale to satisfy unpaid 
assessments. The scheme was worked by 
willfully confused bookkeeping. These offi- 
cialis could always resort to this expedient 
when they wanted te exact money from peas- 
ants that possessed any, 

Unfortunately the interpretation of today’s 
ukase, which comprises eighteen lengthy 
technical clauses, remains largely in the 
hands of local officials. It is a great . 
however, freeing the peasants 
wretched thraldom of the present communal 
system and offering the possibility of peasant 
proprietorship. 


Ruling as to Voting.

THE TEETH OF A GIFT HORSE. 


The United States department of agri- 
eulture has found it necessary to issue 
two bulletins to give farmers an accurate 
idea of the results which may be expected 
to follow the removal of the tax on dena- 
tured alcohol. Earlier reports led many 
to believe that each farmer might estab- 
lish a distillery on his farm and turn the 
waste portions of his crops into alcohol 
with which to heat and light his house 
and furnish motive power for machinery, 
traction engines, and automobiles, In- 
stead of this being the case the farmer is 
atill in the position of being obliged to sell 


made and to purchase alcohol from the 
manufacturer or a dealer if he wishes to 
use it. Instead of making alcohol and 
using it at the cost of manufacture he 
must pay a price high enough to afford a 
profit to the manufacturer and the dealer 
and to pay the cost of government supervi- 
sion besides. 

he law regarding the establishment of 
distilleries is not changed by the provi- 
sions regarding the withdrawal of dena- 
tured alcohol from bond without the pay- 
ment of a tax. “The usual distiller’s 
bend must be given; the distillery must be 
surveyed by a duly authorized officer; a 
distillery warehouse must be established; 
a storekeeper-gauger or a storekeeper and 
a gauger must be assigned to duty at the 
distillery; the product must be entered in 
distillery bonded warehouse.” Naturally 
this is impossible on any small farm. 
Perhaps an association of farmers might 
establish a codperative distillery, but in a 
district where distilleries are already es- 
tablished it will probably prove cheaper 
to buy alcohol than to riek the expense 
necessary to start a new business.

The government is of the opinion that 
price of gasoline is likely to increase 
the price of alcohol to decrease. At 
present, supposing that alcohol were al- 
ready free from tax, it would be a little 
more expensive than gasoline. In this 
country certain plants that are used in 
other countries for the manufacture of al- 
cohol are too valuable as foods. Thus 
rice and potatoes, which are both rich in 
fermentable matter, are worth too much 
to use for alcohol. The department of ag- 
rieulture calle attention to one plant 
which has not been used in this country 
for alcohol, although extensively grown in 
the south. This is the cassava plant, 
which grows so luxuriantly and which 
yields so much alcoho] that one might 
count on 148 gallons of 95 per cent alco- 
hol an acre. Probably other sources will 
be discovered. But the farmer is not to 
be allowed to forget that the government 
is keeping as close watch over distilleries 
as ever, and the revenue officers will be 
no more friendly to moonshiners on the 
prairies than in the mountains. The only 
moonshine allowed is the farmer’s dream 


of. cheap fuel. 


FREE LIBRARIES IN ILLINOIS. 

A report om the free libraries of the 
state published by the University of IIli- 
nois calls attention to a defect in the law 
authorizing the establishment of free pub- 
lic libraries. Cities, villages, towns, and 
townships are enumerated as the civic 
bodies competent to establish libraries to 
be supported by taxation. Now it hap- 
pens that in Illinois there is only one 
city outside of Chicago with more than 
forty thousand inhabitants. There are 
many counties without a city of even five 
thousand inhabitants. There may be sev- 
eral towne within easy reach of one an- 
other of which none is rich enough to sup- 
port a public library. The result is that 
there are thirty-five counties, more than 
one-third of all in the state, without free 
public libraries supported by taxation, and 
twenty-eight without a public library of 
any kind. 

It needs no argument to point out the 
advantage to a community of a public 
library. Under the law, however, in the 
counties having a scattered population, 
there is no corporate body which can as- 
sume the burden of the expense of a 
library. Or, rather, there are many com- 
munities so small that the number of 
those who appreciate the desirability of 
a library are unable to win over enough 
votes to secure one. The remedy is to 
amend the law so ap to permit the es- 
tablishment of county libraries. The

His 
despairing cry is said to represent the 
feelings of a third of the Creek nation. 
Pontiac uttered the same lament when 
he got up his formidable conspiracy after 
the close of the French aud Indian war 
with its transfer of territory from the 
French to the HBuglish. Tecumseh and 
his brother, the prophet, tried to make 
the same sort of argument when they 
sought to unite the tribes in a great al- 
liance in opposition to the whites. But 
the failure just before the war of 1812 
and during its progress. was largely due 
to the fact that the Indians themselves 
were divided in sentiment. Some of them 
wanted to put on the garb of the white 
man, live in houses, purane agriculture, 
plant orchards, and seek the ways of 
civilization. The rest wanted to wear 
blankets, live in wigwame, follow the 
chase, and remain savage. 

One body of Indians seemed to recog- 
nize the inevitable and desired to adapt 
themselves to the conditions confronting: 
them. The others wished nothing but 
savagery. It is the old spirit which fs 
manifested by the Crazy Snake branch of 
the Creeks. Right at the time when the 
Indian territory has been transformed 
into part of a sovereign state and some 
of the Indians are making constitutions 
and thinking about the affairs of the 
commonwealth, others have the old long- 
ing for the chase and for that free, un- 
trammeled life which their fathers en- 
joyed before them. 

But it is too late. Pathetic as the cry 
may be it ie the voice of the past. The 
unrestrained red man riding about on no 
man’s land is an impossible type now. All 
the wrongs of the centuries cannot be 
ned to prevent the march of 
civilization. There is only one hope for 
the Indian. He must take his place as an 
American citizen, liable with others to be 
cheated and defrauded, given power to 
maintain his rights under the law, and 
making a success or failure according to 
his individual strength. The law of 
civilization is. the only guide for the In 
dians, and that saye unmistakably that 
the only door of hope is through individual 
merit when brought into fierce and merci- 
lees competition with other citizens strug- 
gling like themselves. Crazy Snake and 
Pontiac and King Philip and Tecumseh 
have all faced the same situation. The 
result for the modern yearner after the 
“good old days” and the fleshpots of 
Egypt will be what the others found.

through his hands. . 

But even then the London Times and@other 
leading organs of the English press de- 
nounced the idea of con@ding to a foreign 
prince, such as the husband of the queen, 
any of the secrets of the state, and one of 
the reasons of the aversion of the late Queen 
Victoria to old Lord Palmerston was because 
he had been one of the most active advocates 
in parliament and in society of the policy of 
excluding Victoria's German husband from 
all participation in the affairs of the realm. 
Even to the last the prince consort of England 
was an object of suspicion to an important 
portion of the British press, owing to the fact 
of his having been a foreigner, and it was 
not until after his demise that people began 
to understand and to appreciate all his many 
fine quelities and remarkable abilities. 

The position of consort to a reigning sover- 
eign is alwaye one that is exposed toa tax 
of this kind and the reminiscences of Prince 
Hoheniohe, which have just been published, 
reveal afresh the war waged by the late 
Prince Bismarck and by his ministerial col- 
leagues upon the English born Empress Fred- 
erick in in order to prevent her re- 
maining with her husband when they desired 
to consult him upon departmemal, edmin- 
istrative, and state secrets. 

> 

It is to be regretted that ao much horror 
should have been manifested by the press 
throughout the world over the explosion of 


‘an anarchist bomb im the basilica of St. Peter 


at Rome last week—an outrage which has 
probably created a far more profound im- 
pression than any other anarchist attacks 
upon life and property in recent years. For 
it will encourage those foes of society to de- 
vote henceforth a greater amount of their 
attention to St. Peter’s and to the vatican 
than heretofore. Their deeds of violence are 
prompted not so much by hatred of the 
personage against whom they are directed 
as by a desire to excite widespread terror and 
horror, and also by an insane craving for 
notoriety. 

Empress Elizabeth of Austria, for instance, 
was murdered at Geneva by a man to whom 
she had never done any harm and who, when 
he arrived at Geneva, did not even know 
her by sight. The anarchists admit that she 
was blameless in every respect and that their 
sole purpose in causing her assassination 
was to create alarm and horror, as well as 
dread of the anarchist cult. 

The anarchists nuw have, by the consterne- 
tiom expressed over the explosion of a bomb 
in St. Peter's at Rome last week, acquired 
the conviction that the destruction of that 
world famed cathedral by means of their 
high explosives will create’ an even still 
greater sensation than the murder of a mon- 
arch When the latter vanishes from the 
scene through violence or natural death, an- 
other at once takes his place and he soon 
is forgotten, becomes, indeed, a mere item 
in the extraordinarily long Ust of crowned 
heads and royal personages who have been 
laid low by assassins. King Humbert, for 
instance, bas been dead for only six years. 
Yet it seems a quarter of a century ago or 
more since he was laid low by the bullet of 
the Paterson red, and today there are but 
few, on being questioned, who could tel right 
off the name of his murderer. 

— ‘ 

The anarchists realize this They also 
now, especially since last week, appreciate 
the fact that the ruffian who destroys the 
basilica. of St. Peter would secure an ever- 
lasting and conspicuous place in the temple 
of infamy, and that his name would be handed 
down through the history of centuries long 
after those of mere regicides have passed 
into oblivion. For a king is quickly replaced 
and his loss never can be truthfully described 
as irreparable. But St. Peter's, the greatest 
church in christendom, took hundreds of 
years to bulld and bes played so notable a 
role im the annals of the worid, has figured 
so comtinuously in its history, that ite de- 
struction by the anarchists would be a dis- 
aster altogether beyond repair, one which 
would be regarded as a catastrophe not 
merely by the 200,000,000 who look upom the 
basilica as the headquarters of their creed 
but also by people of every other denomina- 
tion, who consider it as one of the grandest 
monuments of the old world. 

Curiously enough, no one, until last week, 
ever seems to have dreamed of the possibility 
of any anarchist attempt to blow up St. 
Peter's. That the adjoining vatican has, 
however, long been an object of alarming 
attention and interest to the anarchists is 
well known to the Italian and foreign gov- 
ermments. In fact, one of the reasons why 
so large a garrison of picked troops always 
is maintained im the Eternal city is to protect 
the vatican from the pillage and destruction 
to which it would be subjected if once a 
revolutionary mob led by anarchists got be 
yond control at Rome. 

Indeed, in recent years the government at 
the instance of the papacy has repaired and 
placed im order ready for immediate use the 
long bricked gallery, or tunnel, which con- 
nects the vatican with the old fortress of 
San Angelo, where so many popes have been 
compelled in ancient times to seek refuge 
from the populece, and to which the present 
pontiff and his court would withdraw in the 
event of any revolutionary invasion of the 
vatican.

His technical equip- 
ment is of the highest, including a facility 
that is virtually unlimited, a surety which 
enables him to do with ease and accuracy 
the most difficult and tricky things, a tone 
which is brilliant almost to the point of 
sharpness, and a poise and assurance which 
make concert appearance clearly agreeable 
to him. He is temperamentally amply 
equipped, disclosing passion and fire, and also 
evidently is the possessor of good musical 
understanding and taste. He is inclined to 
overaccentuate, however, and herein Iles 
the chief artistic shortcoming discovered in 
his performance. In the seeming attempt to 
be strikingly virile and possibly strongly 
temperamental he is fond of whipping certain 
tones or chords out of his instrument with 
such vigor that the musical phrase is marred 
and its beauty made to give place to rough- 
ness. 

Like certain star actors who play for 
“points,” the young violinist impresses as 
being so eager to astonish his hearers that 
he forgets*to consider what is beautiful and 
what is not. This blemish aside, however, 
he fg a violinist of brilliant parts, and yester- 
day gave an admirable and convincingly 
authoritative reading of the Vieuxtemps 
D-minor Concerto, a broad but oftentimes 
roughened presentment of the Bach Cha- 
conne, a Berceuse of Sleveking which 
was finely done, a dashing “ Hungarian 
Rhapsody of his own composing, a Bar- 
carolle by Tschaikowsky, and the Wien- 
laweki Russian Ars.“ The audience was 
enthusiastic and demanded encores after 


every group.
